I gladly accepted his offer to show me some | 
of the Rock Veddahs, as they are called; and | 
with this view, we journeyed on for a good } 
hour, when the road became more rugged and 
difficult than before. Here my pony was sent 
on in another direetion, by my native groom, 
ander orders from Daniel, and we passed o 
our way through the most desolate, gloomy- 
looking country I ever remember to have seen. 
The damp, dreary solitudes looked as though 
they had been entrodden by heman foot ; I could | 
fancy Siberia or Norfolk Island to be quite | 
cheerfal places after this. 
Clambering over rocks and gnarled tranks of 
trees, we baited at length in a sort of stony 
amphitheatre ; my companion gave a long, shrill 
whistle, which was taken up, as I first thought, 
by mere echoes, but they were hamen echoes, | 
and sounded nearer and nearer, until the 
whistlers made their appearance. In a few | 
minutes, to my astonishment, and indeed 1) 
may add, to my terror, the trees and rocks | 
and nooks of that wild spot swarmed with what 
seemed a species of man-monkey.

FROM CHAMBERS’s EDINSTROW J0URRAL 


Many men of refiection have (7 at 2 loss to 
decide for themselves, whether this be a world 
of progress or only of oscillation. We believe 
we shall be nearest the truth, if we contemplate 
it as mainly « world of oscillation, with at the 
same time s tendency to progress, always ac- 
tive, but not alway # effective—which, however, 
is ware to tel! in the ieng-run.

In treating on any subject it is one point to 
know what that subject really is. 
Sweency is the falling away of the muscles of 
the shoulder from want of exercise. It is an 
effect or consequence of some other cause or 
disease, which must be remedied before the 
sweeney can be got rid of. In such eases the 
| principal treatment should be applied to the 
| diseased part, which frequently is the foot. The 
| shoulers wastes awey, (on the same side as the 
| lameness,) merely becanse the pain prevents the 
| horse from taking bis watural step. If sweeney 
| is caused by injury to the shoulder itself, reason 
| points it out as the place of treatment; bet if 
| caused by lameness in the foot or splints on the 
‘leg, anleas these causes are removed, treatment 
| applied to the shoulder will be useless. Assoon 
| ag the horse has confidence to resume bis watu- 
| ral stride, whieh he will do when he finds the 
motion is free from pain, the sweeney will dis- 
appear, and the museles of the shoulder fill out 
again, because they are broaght into setive ex- 
jercise. It is the same in what is commonly 
called Chest Founder. The falling away of the 
| chest is entirely caused by pain in the feet, ma- 
king the animal step short. He shaffies slong 
instead of stepping out. A man who goes te 
| the gymnasictm or uses any great exertion with 
his arms, will @ad the muscles of bis arms and 
| chest fill out, and become firm and largely de- 
| veloped. If he neglects the aceustomed exer- 
| cise the museles will become soft and tall away 
| considerably, and cap enly be brought back by 
| having the exereise renewed. Persons
